Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
Tender tributes were paid to the memory 
of the Jate Colonel Lester in the senate 
by Senators Clay and Bacon. 


public career and on the battlefield: 
his honesty, sincerity and vigilance, and 
extolled practical work which se- 
cured so many recognitions from congress 
for the district represented. Senator 
Clay said the proof of his devotion and 
aggressive loyalty while serving as a 
congres6man was the $7,500,000 appro- 
priated for the Savannah river and har- 
bor, a large part of which was secured 
by Colonel Lester. 

After reviewing in an eloquent eulogy 
the early life of Colonel Lester and his 
service for the confederacy on the bat- 
thefield, Senator Clay adverted to Colo- 
nel Lester's resolute stand against graft 
and dishonesty during the reconstruction 
era in Georgia.

Mr. Lester 
was chosen to represent the finst sena- 
torial district in the Georgia senate of 
1866, and served continuously for a pe- 
riod of nine years. Probably the most 
useful and distinguished services he ever 
rendered his state was during this pe- 
riod. These were the dark days of re- 
construction, when there were passed at 
one session Of the legislature thirty-two 
acts which directed state indorsements 
to be placed on the bonds as many 
different railroads:

Frank Riley, a 20-year-old negro, was 
captured Tuesday night by County Of- 
ficers Johnston and Gordon, after chas- 
ing him with bloodhounds from Donald- 
son’s camp, near Bellwood, to a point 
near the corner of Asnby and West 
Hunter streets, and lodged in the Tower, 
where he is held on suspicion.
